Signor 
Mussolini and his Foreign Minister are now reported to bave given 
fresh assurances that the anti-Jewish manifestations will be stopped, 
The sting in this prom‘se lies in the word “fresh”! Why did not 
these men of action act on their first assurance ? 


It is good news that the friction which had developed between the 
Deputies’ Co-ordination Committee and the 
DEFENCE Friendly Societies in the matter of defence 
WORKERS UNITE work has now come to anend. The Societies, 
which—like the ex-Servicemen and other bodies 
have been very active in that work, and which bave built their 
own machinery, are, as reported in another column, “now prepared 
to surrender any claims and to support the Board wholeheartedly.’

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A People Dwelling Apart 


“Behold, it is a people that shall dwell apart, and shall not be 
reckoned among the nations.”"—(Numbers xxii, 9.) 

The Rabbis praise Balaam as a great philosopher of the ancient 
world: and in giving utterance to these words he showed extraordinary 
insight. At the dawn of Israel's national career, he discerned the out- 
standing lesson which it was to unfold. His remark is truly prophetic, 
and one eannot but feel that a voice greater than his own spoke 


through lis mouth. | 

Standing upon one of the Moabite hills overlooking the encampment 
of Israel, and struck by the beauty of the tents spread out in orderly 
rows before him, Balaam realises the futility of the mission on which 
he had been brought. “How shall I curse whom God hath not 
cursed!” he exclaims. The marvellous experiences of this people all 
pointed to one conclusion, that they were under the protection of the 
supreme Power in the universe and had been selected to fulfil a Divine 
purpose. This people was destined to be different from other nations. 
“Behold, it is a people that shall dwell apart.” Israel’s name would 
ring down the avenue of history, but for reasons dissimilar to those 
which brought other nations fame. No world-shattering conquests on 
the field of battle, no far-extending empire, no meh tribute from 
defeated foes, would be recorded in the annals of Israel; only victories 
cained in the realm of the spirit, in the fight against the dark forces 
of idolatry and paganism, only an unflinching proclamation of God’s 
Unity and Holiness in the face of implacable enemies would secure 
his immortal renown. This people would dwell apart by reason of its 
distinctive mode of life created by the influence of its religion. 

The consequence of this apartness was “he shall not be reckoned! 
The meaning of this phrase is correctly given by 
the Jewish commentators. If Israel was different and apart from the 
other peoples in its aims, it was also distinct from them in the matter 
of the law of history which dictates the rise and fall of nations. One 
after another they nove gradually upwards until they reach a pinnacle, 
and then decline into insignificance. Many nations which were famous 


and powerful in their day have disappeared from the face of the earth. 


There is no exception to this law. .Israel is not an exception because 
he never came under that law. The basis of his nationality has always 
been different. He was not reckoned athong the nations. 

If asmodern Balaam were. to survey the camp of Israel to-day, he 
would detect a marked movement in complete’ vanance with the 
ideal which aroused the admiration of his predecessor. He would 
perceive a strong desire within the ranks of Jewry to be nd. of this 
separateness, The anment Balaam considered it a matter for Praise 
in the Israelites that they were dwelling apart from the nations and 
possessed distinguishing characteristics. Throughout the ages, the Jew 
daily thanked God, “Who hath not placed our portion like theirs and 
our lest like all their multitude, ’ Nowadays, however, considerabl: 
numbers of Jews bring as a grievous charge against Judaism that it 
tends to separate them from the niembers of other faiths, It raises 
a partition-wall which hinders fraternisation, and they wish the wall 
to be broken down. -We must try to understand how this change o! 
mientalits has come about. 

In the past, the Jew felt that, though his life was made outwardl\ 
shabby and repellent by the intolerance of his. neighbours, he. vet 
moved on a higher plane spiritually and intellectually. He may hav: 
cowered in terror before lis brutal assailant, but in his heart he 
despised him as an inferior being to himself—with just cause. 
Consequently there was no desire to assimilate himself to his surround- 
ings; it would have involved, in his estimation, a descent from the 
higher to the lower. 

To-day, conditions are different. Many Jews feel that the culture 
and standards enjoyed by their neighbours are finer than those of 
their own people. This feeling naturally creates a desire to imitate 
those standards and absorb that culture. The inevitable tendency is 
to reduce to a minunum the differences between themselves and the 
world in which they live, It is urged that, apart from religion, there 
are, or should be, no differences. -Men of this type emphatically deny 
that Jews constitute a nation, even in the ethnic sense of that term: 
and they fondly hope that by loudly proclaiming this identity with 
ther nevwhbours, anti-Jewish prejudice will be stamped out and true 
brotherly relationship take its peace. They live in a world of delusion, 
hecatsé not in this way is the desired goal to be reached. | The 
(xpernment has been tried aad failed disastrously. Not a change in 
the Jew, but i the heart of the non-Jew, is what: is really needed.

But infidelity to our religion and 
race Cannot turn contempt into respect; it can only intensify the 
contempt,  Qur fate is to be a people dwelling apart, and we cannot 
evade it. The hope of Jewry rests upon the prophetic ideal of a 
world blessed with righteousness and brotherhood. However long 
delayed, that happy era will one day dawn upon humanity, and then 
the Jew will come into his own.

Some political economists say, or at any rate used 
to say, that National Debts are indispensable because they provide 
safe media for the public’s savings. On that analogy, government 
is equally indispensable among us because it provides a safety 
‘valve for our workers’ abounding energies. So if ever the Messiah 
does arrive in this country and proceed to abolish those of our 
institutions that still survive, 1 venture to prophesy that some 
of the Jews of that day will straightway move a vote of want of 
confidence in him and demand his resignation!

Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau 
SUNDAY TRADING ACT 


A meeting of the Committee was held last week, with Rabbi Harris 
Cohen, the President, in the Chair. Satisfaction was expressed at the 
request of the Ke v. Dr. I. Cosgrove, of Glasgow, for information to 
help him form a branch of the Bureau in that eity. It was hoped that 
his efforts would be successful. It would be the first branch of the Bureau 
in the Provinces ln regard to the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) 
Act, the President said that, as the result of the meeting of the appro- 
priate Committee of the London County Council held on the 14th inst.. 
at which an address from the Bureau was considered, a new interpreta- 
tion of the Act had been submitted to the Home Office which would co 
far to remove original difficulties that observant Jewish retailers in the 
Kast End of London would otherwise have had © contend with. In 
that connection, the Chairman noted with regret that the Union of 
Orthodox Hebre Ww Congregations had convened a conterence for the 
purpose of helping Sabbath observance without consultation with the only 
Sabbath Observance Bureau in the country. Members of the Committee 
were urged to attend more frequently at the Bureau offices and thus help 
in its smooth working.

The Eleanor Road (Hackney) Classes 
Proposal for Transfer to Wilton Road 


A meeting of the JeWish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday at Woburn Huuse. Dr. N. S.’ Lucas, the President of the 
Board, was in the Chair, 

The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of condoleuce with the family of the late 
Mr. Il. Evoch, who, he said, had been a kind, conscientious, and helpful 
worker for the Board. Dr. Lucas welcomed a number of new members 
ropresenting the United Synagogue. He said that things were not coing 
very well fluaucially and he hoped that their clection to the Board would 
bring it pew strength. 

The report of the Education Committee was presented by Mr. L. G. 
BOWMAN, the Chairman of the Committee. The report referred to 
appointments of teachers by the Committee at three of the Board's 
Classes (which the Board approved), and to the first Central xamina- 
tion held on Sunday, Jane 6th, at Absa House |particulars of which were 
given in THE JEWist CHRONICLE of June 11th), The report, which was 
adopted, concluded as follows: ‘* The Central Examination revealed the 
serious efforts made by the classes to improve the teaching of History. 
To prevent a possible undue stress on this subject, it would be desirable to 
institate some special prizes for hebrew.” 

The CHAIRMAN reported that the annual prize distribution to the pupils 
of the Board’s Classes would be beld on Sunday, July 4:h, in the Adolph 
fuck Hall, at three o'clock. Mr Herbert M. Adler would preside and Mrs, 
Adler would distribute the prizes. Before the distribution, the biennial 
mecting of the Board would take place for the purpose of electing delegates 
from the direct contributors, 

Dr. J. FF. MIDLOURSKY spoke of the desirability of transfering the 
Fieanor Road tHackney) Classes to the Wilton Road School. He said 
that the number of pupils at the Eleanor Road School was diminishing 
because of the difficulties of children crossing the main road. If the 
classes were moved to Wilton Koad, alarger number could attend, as most 
of the pupils lived on that side of the road, Dr. Midloursky also stated 
that another reason for the falling off in the attendances at the Eleanor 
Road School was because collecting boxes were being thrust in front of 
children’s noses at every session asking them to subscribe to charities. 
Ife referred to the prize distribution held last week at these classes, 
That was the third year he (Dr. Midloursky) bad relieved the Board of 
expenses in connection with the prize distribution, 

The Rev. BARNET? JOSEPH supported Dr. Midloursky’s proposal for the 
transferring of the Eleanor Road Classes and said tnat in this transfer 
there was a possibility of gaining twenty to thirty new pupils. 

After a discussion it was decided to refer the matter to the Education 
f ommittee, 

\ long discussion followed on the question of whether it was desirable 
or not to have collections for-charity from the pupils of the classes, after 
which a resolution was adopted “ that no further collections be held at the 
Doard’s classes other than parents’ contributions,” 

Mr. A, I. BARD reported on the North London Secondary Classes for 
Girls, and said that the numbers were falling off. The Girls’ Education 
Week had not produced any good resnits; there were no additions to 
those classes, and it was decided to obtain new lists of Secondary School 
children and have another, canvass fo try to get pupils. Notwithstand- 
ing the drop in numbers, they had had mauy successes in the Board's 
first annual Central ly xanmination.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION AT ELEANOR ROAD 


Phe annual prize distmbution to the pupils of the Eleanor Road Classes 
ot the Jewish Relhgious Education Board was held on Thursday in last 
week in the Eleanor Road School, Hackney. The Rev. Barnett Joseph 
presided, his sister, Mrs. H. Lightstone, distributed the prizes, and Mrs. 
(immering distributed the Henrietta Goldstein and Rosie Anderson 
memonal prizes. The Mayor of Hackney and the Rev. W. Steen, Minister 
of the Middleton Road Congregational Church, Dalston, and Mr. Nathan 
Morris were among the visitors present. The proceedings began with the 

performance by the pupils ot two plays, ‘‘Naomt in Moab’’ and a Day 
it} the Lite ot Maimonides,’”’ and the ot Hebrew SONS. 

Mr. H. 8S. Lirsnirz, the Superintendent, presented a report of the 
work of the Classes for the past year. He saul: 

The numbers. on the roll were eighteen boys and fifty-four girls, as com- 
pared with twenty-five boys and fitty-eight wirls for the year ending June, 
1936. Efforts to stem that decline had been various. A special attendance 
visitor was dome valuable work in rounding-up absentees and canvassing tor 
new pupis. They still depended mainly of the co-operation of the parents 
to encourage ther children to attend the Classes regularly.. Steady proxuress 
had been maintained in all three classes. The system of teaching by “TOUDpS, 
which he had found sa) successfyl in previous years, had this Veul heen used 
more than ever, The pupils were encouraged to be charitable, and every 
year an annual contribution was sent to the Queen's Hospital for Children. 

Mr. Lipshitz thanked the Managers of the Classes, and. particularly, 
Dr.-Midloursky, the Chairman, for all they cid for the Classes, : 

The CHAIRMAN, in the course of his address, said that there was one 
thing above all things that the Jew valued: it was education. No 
sacrifice Was too great and no effort too costly for a Jewish parent to see 
that his child received an edueation, religious and secular. ‘The time 
had come when Jews must know what they stood for. One thing was 
certain. Those who were proud of their Jewishness were more respected 
than those who wanted to forget their Jewish origin. They had nothing 
to hide ; nothing to be ashamed of: nothing to apologise for. They had 
a claim to honour in history, and they had a nght to be respected and 
to be recognised, Their lives would be a heaven on earth if they learnt 
the beauties of their religion, if they studied their great and glorious 
history, if they knew their sacred language. Into the children’s hands 
they put the keys of the future. They were their builders, they were 
going to build up the Jewish people of to-morrow. They were blessed 
because they lived in that free and wonderful Empire on’ which the sun 
never sets. May they prove themselves worthy of that blessing. 

Dr. J. F. Midloursky proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman. Mrs. 
Lightstone, the Mayor of Hackney, and the other visitors. 

The Mayor, in reply, said that, in his opinion, it was incumbent upon 
parents to instil into the minds of their children a desire for learning 
and understanding. It was not the prize that they should strive for, but 
the knowledge, in order that they might become decent citizens and 
impart that knowledge to their less fortunate brethren. 

A vote of thanks was also accorded to the Managers and staff, on the 
motion of the Rev. W. Steen. 


Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
Continuing Problem of Girls’ Education 


Parents Stil! Apathetic 


The annual meeting of the Umion of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
was held on Sunday afternoon at Woburn House. The meeting was 
followed by the distribution of prizes in the Adolph Tuck Hall. A 
short display was given by pupils from Constituent Classes, 

The President of the Umion, Dr. L. V. SNOWMAN, presiding at. the 
annual meeting, moved a vote of condolence with the furmily of the late 
Mr. Isaac Enoch, who, he said, was one of the foremost workers of thei: 
Executive Committee. 

In moving the adoption of the twenty-ninth annual report, Dr. Snow- 
man said the chief event this year had been the appointment of Mr. 
Fishman as Education Officer, and this had done a great deal toward: 
increasing efficiency, especially of the outlying classes. He did not want 
anyone to run away with the idea, said Dr. Snowman, that all was wel! 
with the education afforded by the Classes of the Umon. They were 
viving a minimum of Jewish rehgious education and the report on the 
annual examination was what he: considered anything but exhilarating, 
There was room for very great improvement still in most of their Classes, 
and he hoped that the work of the Education Officer would lead to that 
result which they so much desired. Ignorance of Hebrew was as great a 
ever, especially among the pupils who attended once-a-week classes. 

Another thing, continued the President, that called for very serious 
consideration was the fact that the numbers in their Classes were not 
increasing as they should. This was due in a large measure to apathy on 
the part of the parents, and the apathy came also largely from the large 
number of so-called Jewish seculansts they now had in their Community 
who did not take the slightest terest in Jewish religious education. |) 
hat not been appreciated by the Community that there was only Ore 
answer to anti-Sermitism, and that was more Judaism... Until this had sunk 
in. they would continue to plead for more mterest in Jewish educatico: 
on the part of the parents and on the part of the children themselves 
their own interests. 

Dayan Dr. A. Fetoman seconded the adoption of the report. 

Me. Hernertr M. Apier,. the Director for Jewish Education, said he dil 
not think they ought to be pessumstic about the present or the futur 
His impression, after exanuning a good many of the Classes, as he had 
(lone for so any years, Wis that there had been ati Hnprovement 
Attendance was, on the whole, improving a httle, and judging from tl» 
examination papers, the standard this year had been higher than last 
They eould justly say that they were steadily ascending the hull,

The London Organising Council, which was formed nearly two years ago * 
stimulate further religious educational effort in the Metropolis, has turned 
its attention this vear, among other things, to the serious state otf aflau 
which exists in regard to the religions education of girls. There are thousand: 
of girls in London alone receiving no religious instruction whatsoever, and 
unless we Work .strenuously to remedy this, we shall have only ourselves t 
blame for the consequences, The proportion of girls to boys who are attendin 
(lasses is gradually cetting lower. The reasons offered for this neglect ar 
many, but, whatever may be the cause, we must endeavour to remove it bs 
renewed activity.

Feldman spoke to the prize-winner about the life and 
work of the late Fred, Spiers, who, he said, was one 
of the most cultured Jewish men in the Community, 
whom all had loved and admired. He congratulated 
Simmonds and the New Synagogue Classes on their 
SUCCESS. 

Dr. Feldman delivered an address. He recalled the sail 
fact that that was the thirtieth year of the existence [Lyjonrr BENJAMIN 
of the non and that he had been actively associated SIMMONDS. 
with it since its inception. Looking back on those 
three decades, he said, he felt that they certainly had reason to be proud 
of the Union’s progress and achievements. But considering the vita!

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A Relic of Mayer Amschel Rothschild

At the recent sale of the famous Rothschild silver collection in 
London, lot 105 of the sales catalogue was described as: “A tall jug with 
Hebrew inscription, probably Jugo Slavia ca. 1800.” It seems that the 
author of the catalogue mistook 
the hall-mark on the bottom of 
the silver prece for the Serbian 
Kagle, which caused te 
asenbe the orgin of the tankard 
to- Yugoslavia. But in reality it 
is the Frankfort Eagle, the hall- 
mark of the Free City of Frank- 
fort, used tewards the end of the 
eighteenth eentury.

MOSES AS AGRICULTURAL SCIENTIST 


I have just read about the disastrous results of intensive scientific 
cultivation in certain parts of America. Forest clearing first 
caused reduced rainfall on the prairies and then intensive harvest. 
ing converted the prairies into “deserts with brazen skies and 
a guilied earth.” . . . © Huge soil-storms sweep away into the 
Atlantic the tilth of a continent.” In the Book of Leviticus, Ch. 25, 
Moses prescribed the Law of the Sabbaths of Years. It is obvious 
that much of the damage in America would have been prevented if 
the land had been rested every 7th and 50th year. Whether the 
same periods apply to every country or not, the principle is true, 
and confirmed by the American experiences. If the seven-cum-fifty 
year period is a scientific fact, it would be interesting to examine 
records. It would be still more interesting to test a prediction; 
for instance, that if 1938 is a 6th year it should be a bumper harvest, 
and 1939 should be a disappointing year. (Joseph's prediction 
tends tosupport the notion that the law was known even before 
the time of Moses). One way to test a scientific truth is by its 
power to predict.—C.T..J., St. Albans.

THE HOME OFFICE BAN 


Feeling of Relief in the East End 
SIX WEEKS PEACE 


[From a Special Correspondent] 


Monday must have seen a very considerable increase in the sale of 
evening papers in the East End. Placards blared forth the fact that 
the impending B.U.F. march through the East End had been banned, 
and it is understandable thai local Jewry evinced a more than usual 
interest in its evening papers. There were, of course, in spite of the 
b.U.F. contention that all Jews act as a single mental unit, differences 
of opinion on the Commissioner of Police’s decision to ban all political 
processions, because other parties provide littie or no provocation in 
the area; but in the main the Jewish “ man in the street ” was pleased 
with the turn of events. It spelt not so much a defeat for Mosley 
as the partial removal of a fear that was becoming increasingly con- 
nected with July 4th—the fear of renewed bloodshed, destruction of 
property, and attempts at terrorisation. 

Tue Tres’ leading article of Tuesday points out the purpose behind 
the mooted B.U.F. march: “Sir Oswald Mosley has emerged trom an 
obseurity which no one begrudged hum and has * staged it comeback.’ 
He planned to trail his Fascist coat in the East End once more, and to 
dare—in schoolboy language—the Jewish population and the author- 
ities responsible for maintaining law and order. It was a dehberato 
attempt to excite hostile feeling Among section ot the populatron 
which is Fascism’s particular butt, and then to cast the blame on the 
excitable and “exasperated objects ot provocation. But there is a 
better instrument for preserving puble order to-day than there was 
last Ok tober wiv the last coat pisocde ( ecurred. The Pubhe 
Order Act provides means tor preventing such an abuse of freedom and 
the mght of political demonstration as that by which Sir Oswaid 
Mosley haved hoped to advertise himself and Ins organisation. Action 
ha. therefore been taken to prevent disorder.”

Fascist march,” said Mr. J. Pearce, the Secretary of the Jewtsh People’s 
Council, “the Council nevertheless is concerned with the fact that 
racial incitement propaganda is stall dissemynated from Fascist plat 
forme and the Council is going forward with its original demand tor the 
complete banning of racial incitement propaganda.”

Among the lniportant pomts stressed hy the National Executive are 
that, as Fascism represents a menace. to all citizens, independent ot 
the ereeds and politieal behets, the anti-Fascist movement must be 
of a non-sectarian, non-party nature which has as its aim the oppos! 
tion of all forms of dictatorship and racial oppression, At, present 
their main tight is against the B.U.P., as, they say, Fascism represents 
the closest menace to that freedom for which they fought in the Great 
War. They would oppose any other form of. threatening dictatorial 
menace to treectom and demo racy with equal sincerity ana idealism). 

It has been argued in quarters outside the Movement that success 
fully to fight Fascism, which is a pohtical movement, the anti-Fascis 
movement would have to take a political line and ally itself to a 
politreal organisation, In answer to that, the ex-Servicemen say they 
have a political line, which is the maintenance of the existing order 
of things democracy the basie principle of Conservatives, Liberals, 
and Labour. Thus their organisation is open to, and, indeed, contams 
members of all shades of political Opinion which adhere to this 
principle, 

While the Movement has niuch to complain about through lack ot 
financial support, moral encouragement is ever with them. Stepney 
branch alone has over 1.500 members, and such names as Lt.-Col. J. V. 
Delahaye, D.8.O., M.C., the Rev. E. O. Tredell (late Chaplain to 
HM. Forces), and Professor J. B. S. Haldane grace the national 
Vicee-Presidencies. 

But unless the Movement is very soon placed in the financial 
position which wil enable it to buy a loudspeaker propaganda van, 
its “front-line” will crack up through sheer physical 
exhaustion, Furthermore, through no choice of the Executive, the 
two or three salaried officials are being paid at rates which hardly 
constitute a living wage. It must be remembered that they are fighting 
an organisation which, despite its claim to exist en the “coppers” Wi 
its members, has shown little signs of lack of money. 

With the growth of the Legion of Youth, which now numbers nearly 
two hundred and includes a number of converted voung Fascists, 
the Stepney branch premises, with a weekly rental of three pounds 
are proving inadequate lor the provision of those somal amenitics 
which must be a NECCSSAry part ot every successful youth organisation. 
Phe Legion of Youth, by the way, 1s already holding its own outdoor 
meetings and in a short-time will be able to render great assistance 
to the parent platiorm, ()ne sees in this youth body an. answer to 
those eritres who say that the great danger of youth fighting Fascism 
1s that they would be driven into other extremist organisations, As

Poland: New Anti-Jewish Outbreaks 


Grave Riots in Czenstochowa 


Endek Hooligans Wreck Jewish Shops 
POLICE RESTORE ORDER 


An incident similar to that which recently led to the anti- 


Jewish pogrom in Brest occurred last Saturday in Czenstocliowa, 
an important town near the Upper Silesian frontier’; and here, too, 
it led to serious anti-Jewish rioting. A 
Bendrak, is alleged to have shot a Pole in the course of a quarrel. 
‘The news spread quickly, and panic ensued among the Jews, who 
feared a repetition of the Brest events.

The police ordered Jews 
to terminate their Synagogue services quickly and not to open their 
shops, and in view of the growing tension Jews remained indoors. 
Several Jews were assaulted on their way home, and police patrols 
were sent out. The District Governor then summoned the head of 
the local Endek Party and asked him to influence the members of . 
his Party .to observe order and not to wreak vengeance on the 
Jewish people for the act of a single individual. 

Towards evening, several thousand Endek hooligans assembled in 
the streets and attacked Jewish busiuesses and demolished goods. 
Windows of the Synogognes were smashed and Jewish timber yards 
set on fire. A numberof Jews were bea‘en by the rioters and several 
were severely wounded, including Dr. Iguacy Schreiber, a Jewish 
secondary school teacher. The police tried to disperse the crowds, 
but they appeared to be greatly outnumbered, and the rioters 
succeeded in reforming their ranks. In the course of the rioting, 
the leaders are reported to have instructed the mob not to plunder 
Jewish property, but to destroy it. -Order was tinally restored, and 
the city remained quiet on the Sunday morning. However, tension 
continued, and police reinforcements and detachments of troops 
were held in readiness. 

On Monday, there was rioting in the centre of the town, and police 
who attempted to disperse the mob were stoned amid cries of “Down 
with the Jew-slaves!’’ ‘The same night, hooligans stormed Halutz 
farm buildings outside the town and were dispersed by a police 
detachment. On Tuesday, the attacks wers renewed, and a Jew 
named Leib Birnbaum received grave injuries. Excesses were also 
reported from the neighbouring townships of Klobuck, Krzepice, and 
Kamiensk, where many shops were demolished. At the moment, 
most of the Jewish shops in Czenstochowa are barricaded with 
boards and barbed wire. 

Serious excesses are also reported from the township of Nasielsk, 
in the Warsaw province, where many Jews were beaten in the 
btreets and windows of Jewish houses smashed. The police restored 
order and made several arrests. Other anti-Jewish attacks are 
reported from Sochatchew and Bendin, 


Contrasts in Polish “ Justice”’ 


Two Trials in Brest 
Special Correspondent —BREs?T-LITOVSK | 


Tragic light on the Jews’ position in Poland is cast by two 
important trials held in Brest last week. The first was that of 
Wolf Szczerbowski, the 18-year-old Jew charged witi: the mur ‘er of 
a Polish policeman. (It was this crime which was followed by the 
recent Brest pogrom.) ‘The second was that of seven non-Jews 
charged with participation in the pogrom. Both trials were held in 
the same courtroom. Yet the atmosphere was completely and 
signiticantly different. 

On the day of the murder trial, the Court was packed with 
prominent local tigures who came to applaud M. Kowalski, the 
notorious Endek lawyer of Lodz. In a wild Jew-baiting speech, he 
sought to prove, without much hindrance from the Bench, that the 
accused had acted on behalf of a “secret Jewish organisation of 
ritual slaughterers,’ and uttered a string of wild anti-Jewish 
charges. Ilis assistant actualy described the Brest pogrom as a 
“miracle of national unity.” It was in vain thatthe Jewish counsel 
for the defence pointed out that similar crimes by non-Jewish 


individuals bad not le to wholesale attacks on an entire section of 


the population. ‘The accused was finally sentenced to the maximum 
‘penalty of death, although he is only a minor, to the acc!amation of 
the public. 

While in this trial, unlike the recent trial of Jehudah Chaskielewicz 
by the Warsaw District Court, there were no attempts by the Judge 
or Public Prosecutor to make inciting speech+s, the fact remains 
that the prosecuting counsel were allowed to make Jew-baiting 
speeches. These, reproduced in the Press, have, to. the simple- 
minded population, all the weight of official pronouncements, and 
may do evormous harm. 

A short time after this trial, the group of non-Jews appeared on 
various charges of leading the mob against Jewish shops and stealing 
Jewish goods, All pleaded not guilty, although stolen articles were 
found on them. One witness gave evidence that he had heard one 
of the accused declare: “ Boys, don’t be afraid of the police. I've 
got afree band from the District Governor to do all we like to the 
Jews for twenty-four hours.” Imvortant witnesses were not called, 
but those who were, were well bullied by the Judge. Finally, the 
ringleader was sentenced to the minimum punishment of eight 
months’ imprisonment, while the other sentences of imprisonment 
ranged from one week to six months. In addition, the sentences 
were suspended, except in the case of the ringleader, 
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“Withdraw Jewish Rights” 


Endeks Sinister Alternative 
POGROMS OR DISFRANCHISEMENT 


A demand that Jews be deprived of their political rights on the 
pretext that the present “passive” attitude of the Government 
leads to pogroms is made by the WARSZAWSKI DZIENNIK NAaropowy, 
the chief organ of the Endek Party. 

‘Pogroms merely introduce anarchy into Polish life,” the paper 
states ina leading article. “ They area bighly negative phenomenon, 
for they demoralise the population, and must not be tolerated.” 

“The Jews,” itcontinues, “wre being eliminated little by little from 
all the spheres of public life and this process of elimination. gathers 
strength daily and is spreading to new flelds, This is occurring in 
spite of the attitude of the Government, which is at best passive. 
Such an attitude is bad politics, because passivity makes the process 
of elimination assume the ugly character of anti-Jewish excesses. 
Przytyk, Minsk, Czyzew, and last but not least, Brest. 

“It is, therefore, highly necessary to introduce such legal reforms 

in Poland as to give the anti-Jewish movement a character other 
than that of violent excesses,’ the paper goes on, “ The first thing 
is to deprive the Jews of their political rights. . Jews must not be 
permitted to take part in Parliamentary or municipal elections. . . 
It matters little if the Jews say such a measure is unconsti! utiona). 
The Constitution bas been changed in recent years without any 
official sanction, and these changes bave been accepted calmly by 
the people. It is, therefore, possible simply to ignore the Constitu. 
tion, so far as guaranteeing Jewish rights is concerned, by disregard. 
ing these rights and refusing to recognise them. 

“ There are nei her legal nor political obstacles in the path of 
issuing anti-Jewish laws in Poland,” it concludes. “On the 
contrary, such laws are a matter of life and death for the Polish 


people.”

SOUTH AFRICA 
The Spread of Anti-Semitism 


Board of Deputies’ Disturbing Report 
NATIONALISTS FOMENTING HATRED 


Extreme concern at. the spread of anti-Semitism in South Africa 
is expressed in the report of the Executive of the South African 
Board of Deputies submitted at a recent Congress in Bloemfontein. 

The “ Shirt’ movements under various names continue to carry 
on their incitement by every means in their power, the repor' 
declares. They have of late been trying to break into politica! 
life by contesting elections.. Thus “ Shirt” candidates stood at a 
Parliamentary by-election at Port Elizabeth, munic:pal elections in 
the Cape, and Provincial Council elections in the Transvaal and 
Natal. The fact that every one of these candidates was soundly 
defeated is a tribute to the good sense of the South African public, 
but that a certain amount of barm is done cannot be doubted. 

A new, and probably more serious, phenomenon is the anti-Jewish 
tendency recently shown by the Malanite Party. “For a long time 
past, the report states, “an unfriendly note could. be detected in 
the utterances of the Nationalist spokesmen and the National Press. 
For many months this found expressionin the’ boycott’ issue, when 
there was a complete disregard of the real facts, and soon after- 
wards the agitation against Jewish immigration came to the fore. 
With rapidity, there followed the debates in Parliament in June, 
1936; the organisation of mass meetings of protest against Jewish 
immigration, which was, without a vestige o! justification, declared 
by speakers to be organised by Jewish bodies overseas and in South 
Africa; and the recommendation of the Transvaal Congress of th: 
Party that no Jew shall be eligible for membership of the Nationalis' 
Party. Since then the more reactionary elements in the Party have 
apparently been in the ascendant,” 

However, reactionary tendencies are far from completing the 
picture. “There have been a thousand indications,’ says the 
Deputies’ Report, “that the heart and mind of the vast majority of 
the South African people remain gsound.- Their voice is heard in 
the utterances of Liberals both in and out of Parliament, in the 
vigorous stand taken up by the leading newspapers of this country, 

- by prominent churchmen and church organisations, and by other 
forces directing public opinion. All these have realised the threat 
which anti-Semitism holds out -to the individual liberties aud 
democ ‘atic rights of the people, and the lowering of moral and 
political standards which it must inevitably produce.” 
A resolution was passed “ deploring the efforts of certain organ. 
isations and political groups within the Union to create ill-will! and 
hatred against its Jewish inhabitants,” and “noting with gratifi- 
cation the stand taken by leaders of thought in the Church, Parlia- 
ment, the Press, and elsewhere, and by the enlightened and fair- 
minded South African people as a whole,” against these anti-Jewish

Maronite Patriarch’s Pro-Jewish Sympathies 


Palestine and the Lebanon 
A SPECIAL INTERVIEW 
‘From our Correspondent—Paris] 


In the course of an exclusive interview granted me by Mgr. 
Arida, the Maronite Patriarch, and Mgr. Joseph Rahme, Secretary, 
now on a visit to France, I was able to confirm the friendship shown 
by them towards the Jews. The racial kinship between Jew and 
Arab and the close historical connection between Palestine and the 
Lebanon tind a striking embodiment in the venerable figure of the 
Patriarch who, but for his scarlet robe, could well pass for one of 
our aged Rabbis. In contrast to many other prominent Arabs, both 
Moslem and Christian, the Patriarch is fully conscious of the 
common origin of Arab and Jew, and views with abhorrence the 
persecution of Jews in Germany. 

Among the Christian majority of the Lebanese population, the 
Maronite Catholics are the principal community. The Maronite 
‘Church (which recognises the authority of the Pope in Rome, but is 
otherwise entirely independent) is represented, however, not only 
in the Lebanon, but also in Syria, Palestine, and other countries of 
the East. and its head is revered among Moslems and Jews as well 
as among Christians. His opinion, therefore, is bound to carry 
weight, and it was quite understandable when he suggested to me that 
his position made it inconvenient for him to make any pronounce. 
ments of a political character. In the conversation which.followed, 
he alluded to the difficulties of the situation and to his desire to 
see peace established between Arab and Jew in Palestine, whether 
on the basis of purtition or on any other basis capable of bringing 
about peace in the Holy Land. He also reaffirmed his abhorrence 
of racial persecutions. 

Mer. Rabmeé amplified the Patriarch’s statements and declared 
that they sincerely wished to see perce established. Me referred to 
along visit which Dr. Weizmann recently paid to the Patriarch in 
Paris, and mentioned a previous pronouncement of the Patriarch to 
the effect that they were fully conscious of what the Christian 
Church owed to the Jews, and of the bonds which united them with 
the Jewish people. ‘The Patriarch esteemed the Jews as a 
propre sive and industrious element, and wished to see their 
national character preserved. 

When asked whether they saw possibilities of friendly contact 
hetween the Jews of Palestine and their country, Mgr. Rahme said 
that a prosperous Palestine would help the resorts of the Lebanon 
to become centres of attraction for visitors not only from Palestine 
but from the who'e of the Near East. .

Mexico has some 7,000 Jews, and there isa fairly well-developed 
Ashkenazi communal organisation. The older-established Sefardi 
Jews lead a completely separate existence. Anti-Semites have been 
active, but the Jews are vigorously replying. Although, for 
economic reasons, immigration has been almost completely stopped, 
it is believed that the restrictions will be modified later. There isa 
Jewish Chamber of Commerce in Mexico City, with correspondents 
in Vera Cruz and Tampico, the principal ports of entry, which 
assists new arrivals into the country.

“ ARMISTICE” iN COMMUNAL CONFLICT 


Compromise to be Worked Out 


REICHSVERTRETUNG SECURES VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


A serious split in German Jewry, which would have affected the 
activities of all the more important Jewish organisations, has been 
averted——for the time being, at least-—by the action of the Council of 
the Rerehsvertretung of Jews in Germany, which, at a special meeting 
last week, voted its full confidence in. its Executive, headed by Rabbi 
Dr.. Leo Baeck, and expressed the wish that the Reichsvertretung 
should continue its work of representing German Jewry. A compromise 
with? opponents of the Reichsvertretung is to be worked out within 
a fortmght. Thus, as one member declared at the meeting, an 
“arnustice” had been achneved. 

The opposition at the meeting included leaders of the Berlin Jewish 
Community and of the Federation of Jewish Communities in Prussia, 
and was headed by Herr Georg Karesk. 

The Berlin Jewish Community represents about) one-third. of the 


entire Jewish population of Germany, and the Federation of Jewish. 


Connnunities in Prussia represents about 60 per cent, of all the Jews 
in Germany, imeluding Berlin. The leaders of these two bodtes 
demanded that certain departments of the Reimhsvertretung, 
especially the department for tramimg Jews for new prolessions 
and the department dealing with the. Jewish school system, 
should be put under the direct supervision of the Jewish Comununities. 
This demand, which, if carmed out, might have resulted in the disselu- 
tion of the RKeichsvertretung, met with strong opposition from 
‘Communities not athhated to the Federation of Jewish Comuinunities 
un Prussia and from leading members of the Rerehsvertretung. These 
regarded the move as an expression of msuthicient confidence in the 
work of the Rewhsvertretung and even as an attempt to break up 
thus clnet Jewish representative body in Germany.

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Alternative to Calamitous Partition 


A fortnight ago, the author of this article, who can speak 
with authority on Palestine and Near Eastern affairs and is on 
intimate terms with the various sections of the Palestine 
population, analysed the Partition proposal and proved clearly 
that it would involve the gravest menace to Great Britain, to 
Jewry, and to the Arabs. : 


In this second article he outlines a progressive policy for 
Palestine which he has reason to believe would attract the } 
support of the vast majority of Jews and Arabs in the country, 
while safeguarding Britain's vital interests.

Problems of the New Settlement 


American Economic Committee's Valuable Work 
[from our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


In the extensive Jewish resettlement of Palestine during the past 
sixteen or seventeen. years, one of the major problems that have 
contronted private initiative has been the complete lack of any cCoMm- 
prehensive, first-hand information on the financial, social, and technical 
aspeets of individual mixed farnung. Thousands of prospective 
nuddle-class settlers, intending to develop a rational economy in farm- 
anxious tor guidance to avoid mustakes, were at a loss as there was 
no detatled record of the experience of private farmers, as distinct 
Irom the settlers. in smallholding villages and co-operative groups 
under. the aegis of the Zionist Organisation. 

It was to fill this gap in contemporary knowledge of Jewish agricul- 
ture that the Tel-Aviv Bureau of the American Economie Committee 
tor Palestine undertook an investigation last year into mixed farming 
conditions and the opportumties for private farmers. The survey was 
necessarily vontined to the vear 1935, which furnished peculiar eon- 
ditions of development, as the latest complete period. Reeord 
uinigration that year had increased the demand for farm produce; 
nadequate Jewish supplies resulted in high prices; Arab competition 
not seroush intertere with satistactorys returns; pro- 
duction by the Jewish Community was widely advocated in order 
to avoid the importation of foodstuffs.

Ugliness is Next to Godlessness 


A Plea for Better Business Architecture 
From Miss HELEN KAPP 


To the Editor of Tus Jewisno CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Recently a leading article in a well-known architectural 
review drew attention to the ugliness of many of the buildings 
erected by owners of multiple shops and chain stores, These are 
often planted in small towns as well as big cities regardless of the 
style and atmosphere of their surroundings. I feel that this 
criticism is just, and although proportionately such enterprises in 
which Jews are sufficiently influential for them to be regarded as 
lewish concerns .are few, yet here is a cause in which Jews should 
once again show themselves pioneers. 

We Jews pride ourselves on our-artistic taste, intelligence, and 

esmanship. I look around in vain for the manifestation of these 
qualities in the buildings put up by many of our Jewish business 
iagnates. The tawdriness and vulgarity of most of the designs 
only add to the unsightliness that modern civilisation brings in its 
train, and even looking at the matter from the point of view of 
business, there can be no doubt they repel many potential customers, 

It is true that we Jews form only a tiny minority among the 
offenders, but we should not solace ourselves on this score, but 
should see to it that our share of the reproach, however small, is 
honestly admitted and conscientiously removed, There is no doubt 
that general taste has improved ; good and sound architects are avail- 
able. Let us take an honourable lead in the movement to stop the 
disfiguring of towns with ugly and illfitting buildings. 

The growing interest iu the safeguarding of the amenities of the 
British countryside should go band in band with the care and 
beautifying of the towns and cities, and Jews should be among the

Inanimate objects, wood 
and stuff and stone and glass, have aterrible habit of absorbing 
the hates and malices of a twisted mentality, and of ricocheting 
them back at those who inspired them. 

‘lo the happy girl the collection of her home has so many Creative 
aspects. She will learn in its proceeding so much about her 
husband that no other process could have taught her: his tastes, 
his habits, his interests, bis whole type. She will learn, too, the 
irst difliculties of fusing her personality with his, while ensuring 
that neither of them loses their own. For the bride who sets out to 
make her home on the principle that the sole object in life of the 
man to whom she is engaged is to do her bidding must either meet 
an awakening that will shatter her romance, or else. even worse, 
make of her marriage that one-sided tyranny that is so inevitably 
disastrous. ‘The need to excel in his profession or trade absorbs too 
great a share of a young man’s energies for him to want to take the 
leading part in planning the home. Nevertheless he will be the 
principal figure in their joinf adventure, and his wishes should nol 
be overridden or disregarded. Partnership should be expressed as 
a first principle in the home, 


Designed to Please 


Modern homes are designed to please in every way. ‘They may ba 
as decorative as you will, and at the same time they. will ‘be com- 
fortable and above all easy torun. ‘The home into which vou enter 
feeling that here at least are people who live, who read, think. and 
have their being, is the one you really think of as a home. When 
young people are home-making, they are often seriously handic: pped 
by the well-meant attentions of their friends who bestow upon them 
unfitting presents. For this reason young people to-day are wiser 
if they benefit from the custom of their times by openly acquainting 
their friends with their tastes and wishes. 

Too severely plain homes, although they may conform to the 
mode of the moment, have noessential homeliness. That is, of course, 
assuming that they do not actually express the personality of the 
home-makers. There may conceivably exist men and women who 
lind in the severity of glass and chromium tubes the very essence 
of their make-up. Altogether modern furniture, because it is so 
diverse and so very greatly influenced by the more or less universal 
demands of utility and comfort, is less likely to prove a stumb- 
ling-block to differences of tastes. ‘bere are no nobbly table-legs 
for young people to trip over in more senses than one. 

in making a home together, it is more than ever important to 
hearken to the Shakespearean counsel and aim at being true te 
yourselves. Plural, please note, you brides who dash around 
choosing things with the complaisant conviction that “ Michael is 
bound to like it if | do.” He certainly is not. He may say he does, 
to please you and because he loves you and wants you to ‘be happy. 
But his gesture, even if you accept it this time, should call forth an 
understanding response from you in the determination to take the 
next step in the full light of his approval and his taste. In this 
way, the home you are making will be something far more lasting 
than the pretty decorations, the hangings, and the coverings. lt 


will help to lay the foundation of a unit of human happiness and of 
usefulness to the Community,
